Readjustment of economic relation- 


ships Is still continuing. There was 
a fresh reduction of prices, amounting 
to perhaps 6 per cent during March 
as shown by tbe reports of commer- 
cial agencies and according to reliable 
figures the average level of prices is 
now down practically to 45 per cent 
above its pre-war figures. The staples 
which have most sharply fallen, were 
already at or below pre-war levels and 
show no symptoms of return to higher 
figures.
